killed, Her story was soon told, Mes, Gregory
had becowe unedsy at the avseonce of her hus
band, who had not come home to breakiast, and
had visiteiddl the gullery, having a key thereto,
there to find her hasband with bes throst cat,
dead, and lsabelln Roy, a voung girl of ninelesn
years, who had been in bis ewmploy tor some
time, lyivg s corpse, with an empty revolver by
her side,

On the person of Gregory was found an ingo-
rent letrer, stuting that tronbles with his wale,
whom he ebarged with giving fulse testdimon
agaimst him, Lad led him to commit the awio
crime, He requested that a Mr. Pagh might
gelect & burying place for Lig remains in Wood-
lapd Cemetery; thut the body ot “this girl”
might be boried with bim; and that his wife,
Wilhe, and Ida Belle, might have a burying lot
next to his, The letter had wno sigoatare, and
vothing wus said in It in regard to the manner
of the girl's “taking off.” The whols tragicasl
affair was deeply ehrouded in myslery: but the
most ressonable hypothesis was tuat Gregory,

The suthor of “Marco Bozwsrls,” one of our
grestest poels—Flig-Greene Halleok—diad last
night, at hls home in Guilford, Connectiont, at
the advanced age of fourscore years, He passod
away 10 bis reward just as his great countlorpars
in prose, Charles Dickens, placed fool upod our
sliares,

Fits Greene Halleck was horn at Guilford,

Counectiont (where he died), July & 1705, His
mother, Mary Ellot, of Gallford; was s
dantofJohn Ellot, the * Apostle of the Indinus.*
Al the pge of 18 he was & clerk In Lhe employ
of Jacob Barker, and was afterwards engaged
by John Jacob Astor, and was one of the ori-
ginal trustees of the Astor Library of New
York city. He has not been in aolive business
e muce 1810, Halleck wrole peelry alan early
age, but few of bis Arst offuslons nre now pré-
sorved to us.  Tu the Iatter part or 1819 he wrole
his lovgest poem, “Fanny, no Amusing Satire,”
in the mensure of Byron's “Don Juan,” on the
fshions, follles, and publie charsclers of the
day, -

llshed an edition of his poems ln one volumae,
two of the finest in the collection, * Almwiek
Custie' and *“Burny," having beon suggested by
scenes and incldents of forelgn travel.
